The South Australian Company allow the Commissioners seven per cent. per annum upon all monies in their hands at 
their Bank at Adelaide, on account of the Commissioners, charging for management a commission of 10s. per cent. on 
one side of the account, and deducting from each amount that is transferred for payment in London one per cent. as agency 
for the remittance; the balance being payable to the Commissioners, at the current rate of exchange, 60 days after advice 
of the same has been received by the Company.
